• Theme park closes Dragon's 
Fury and Rattlesnake rides 
after Alton Towers accident 

• ‘Additional safety 
protocols' to be put in place, 
says chief executive 
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Two rides at Chessington 
World of Adventures have 
been closed following 
the horrific rollercoaster 
crash at Alton Towers. 

A total of 16 people were 
injured when a carriage 
on the Smiler ride collid¬ 
ed with a stationary 
empty carriage at the 
Staffordshire theme park 
on June 2. 

The accident left four 
people seriously injured, 
with one of the victims, 
17-year-old Leah Wash¬ 
ington, having her left leg 
amputated as a result. 

Merlin, the company 
that owns both parks as 
well as Thorpe Park, 
closed Dragon’s Fury and 
Rattlesnake for “the fore¬ 
seeable future” on Friday, 
while staff are trained in 
new safety protocols. 

Chief executive Nick 
Varney: “While the inves¬ 
tigation into the causes is 
continuing, we have iden¬ 
tified a series of addition¬ 
al safety protocols that we 
are implementing imme¬ 
diately across our multi¬ 
car rollercoasters.” 

Merlin said in a state¬ 
ment: “Since the accident 
at Alton Towers resort on 
Tuesday afternoon (June 
2) Merlin Entertainments 
has been engaged in a 


thorough review and in¬ 
vestigation of the events 
that led up to the incident 
and of its safety and oper¬ 
ating processes. 

“The investigation is 
ongoing and we are 
co-operating fully with 
the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

“The safety of our visi¬ 
tors is our fundamental 
priority. We have a strong 
safety record at Alton 
Towers and across the 
Merlin Group. 

“Today we are enhanc¬ 
ing our safety standards 
by issuing an additional 
set of safety protocols and 
procedures that will 
reinforce the safe opera¬ 
tion of our multi-car 
roller coasters. 

“These are effective im¬ 
mediately. Each roller¬ 
coaster has its own 
individual operating pro¬ 
cess and characteristics. 

“Our central safety 
management team, to¬ 
gether with local park 
operations, will now work 
to implement and brief 
operating staff on these 
protocols.” 

Last year Chessington 
was fined £150,000 after a 
four-year-old girl fell from 
the queue for a ride and 
suffered life-threatening 
injuries in 2012.

D Hoole wrote: “Councillor 
Davis from Kingston says he 
wouldn’t mind better connec¬ 
tions, say with Croydon as the 
hub, but Croydon is in the far cor¬ 
ner of all five boroughs so how 
does that make sense? 

“Sounds to me like his real 
agenda is that he doesn’t want 
Sutton to be the hub.”

Homes cost 

A developer over-estimated the 
cost of putting up flats on an old 
petrol station site in Surbiton by 
£2.4m, a new report reveals. 

And it means more affordable 
homes may now be included. 

Indigo Scott originally offered to 
include just one affordable flat in 
its Brighton Road redevelopment, 
but council officers believe a 
quarter of the homes - seven flats 
- could be designated affordable. 

The report by Kingston Council 
said: “[Our] review concludes that 
the development costs have been 
overestimated by £2.4m and the 
council’s viability consultant has 
advised that on the basis of these 
figures the scheme could afford in 
the region of 25 per cent afford¬ 
able housing.” 

The developer has provisionally 
offered 20 per cent of the build as 
affordable - a significant increase 
on the previous 3.6 per cent offer. 

Council policy states half of 
large developments should come 
under the “affordable” umbrella. 

The scheme, of 28 flats and two 
commercial spaces, has been rec¬ 
ommended for approval. Council¬ 
lors were due to vote at a meeting 
yesterday, after we went to press.

said: “The reason to live in Sutton 
is we could avoid Coun Davis’s 
crazy dictate and enjoy the won¬ 
derful leadership of Coun 
Dombey.

Coun Davis issued a statement 
this week clarifying his views. 

It said: “Sutton is a 
wonderful borough and is an im¬ 
portant strategic partner for 
Kingston.

“I have spoken to the leader of 
Sutton Council, Councillor Ruth 
Dombey, to explain and to apolo¬ 
gise for any misunderstanding or 
offence caused by the article.

Councillor Ruth Dombey, lead¬ 
er of Sutton Council, said: “Sur¬ 
vey after survey keeps putting 
Sutton as the area people want to 
live in.

Mum killer gets 27 years 
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A man has been jailed for life, 
after murdering his own 
mother and going on the run 
to Spain and killing another 
woman at a cashpoint. 

Sean Heiss, 30, of St Mark’s 
Hill, Surbiton, was found 
guilty of killing Margaret 
Sheehy, 58, by an Old Bailey 
jury on Wednesday, June 3. 

He was sentenced to a mini¬ 
mum of 27 years and three 
months in prison. 

At his sentencing on Thurs¬ 
day, Judge Gerald Gordon 
said: “You killed your mother 
in the course of what was a 
brutal attack. 

“She tried to protect herself. 
You then strangled her. Up to 
that moment you had been a 
person of good character. 

“There were arguments be¬ 
tween you and your mother 
over money, and may well 
have been such that evening. 

“In my view the cause of the 
killing that night was anger, 
and not greed.” 

Heiss was hauled back to 
the UK by police from prison 
in Barcelona, where he had 
just begun a 22-year sentence 
for murdering mother-of- 
three Clementina Nauta Lis- 
cano in the Catalan city. 

He will be returned to Spain 
to serve the remainder of that 
sentence.

Detective Chief Inspector 
Diane Tudway, of the homi¬ 
cide and major crime com¬ 
mand, said: “Heiss murdered 
the person who supported 
and cared for him and evaded 
justice for three years by leav¬ 
ing the UK. 

“This conviction shows the 
continuing commitment of 
the police to bringing offend¬ 
ers to justice who have fled 
the country. Our thoughts are 
with Ms Sheehy’s family and 
friends at this time.” 

Heiss strangled Ms Sheehy 
to death at her home in 
Springfield Road in June 2012. 

After murdering his moth¬ 
er, Heiss fled the UK and land¬ 
ed in northern Spain. 

The Metropolitan Police 
announced he had been 


arrested in San Sebas¬ 
tian on a European Ar¬ 
rest Warrant, but he was 
let go by Spanish police in an 
apparent error. 

On September 29, 2012, 
Heiss brutally murdered Cle- 
mantina Nauta Liscano at a 
La Caixa cashpoint in 
Barcelona, where he had 
spent the night.

MURDER AT CASHPOINT 


The father of a Spanish woman 
murdered by Sean Heiss after he 
fled the UK has called for an¬ 
swers as to how he was allowed 
to kill again. 

Clementina Nauta Liscano, 42, 
pictured, died hours after Heiss’ 
horrific attack inside the La Caixa 
cashpoint in Barcelona on Satur¬ 
day, September 29,2012. 

Heiss had fled to Spain after 
killing his mother Margaret 
Sheehy in June. 

He had previously been arrest¬ 
ed in San Sebastian for waving a 
knife at a woman in a hostel. 

He was initially held, but was 
released to answer bail at a court 
later. 

He never attended. 

Heiss was found guilty of Ms 
Nauta Liscano’s murder last year, 
and sentenced to 22 years in 
prison. 

Following the jury’s verdict, the 
victim’s father, Alexander Nauta, 
said justice “can never be done” 
for her family. 

He said: “I cannot bring my 
daughter back. 

“She is leaving three children 
behind and they are being looked 
after and we are doing our best. 

“Unfortunately, my daughter 
was in the wrong place, at the 
wrong time. 

“Justice for her father, her 
mother, and her brothers and sis¬ 
ters can never be done. But legal¬ 
ly, yes.” 

He said the authorities who had 
allowed Heiss to slip through 
their fingers had questions to 
answer. 

He said: “These things should 



be called up and I think there 
should be some answers on be¬ 
half of the authorities on how this 
man was allowed to move 
around Europe and do what he 
did. 

“I think that has to be correct¬ 
ed, or at least brought to 
attention.” 

He repeated the call again this 
week, after Heiss was found 
guilty of killing Ms Sheehy. 

He said: “It does in some way 
bring closure to this terrible and 
absurd tragedy. 

“My only hope now is that this 
case will help teach the corre¬ 
sponding authorities to imple¬ 
ment better procedures 
whenever similar crimes are 
committed. 

“This with the intent that these 
types of crimes be avoided in the 
future.” 

When asked through the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act whether 
an investigation into how Heiss 
walked free had taken place, the 
Metropolitan Police said: “It is 
not possible to establish if any 
MPS staff within all MPS depart¬ 
ments have had any dealings in 
relation to a Mr Sean Heiss or the 
Spanish police that relate to what 
happened in San Sebastian.”

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Commune vows to fight eviction

For almost 40 years they have 
lived peacefully as a commune 
in an affluent area of 
Kingston. 

But now their way of life is 
being threatened by a social 
housing provider who wants 
to evict the community from 
the home they have shared 
since 1978. 

The Crescent Road Commu¬ 
nity (CRC), a group of 21 
adults and three children who 
live in three connected houses 
in Crescent Road, has been 
served a notice to quit by land¬ 
lords One Housing Group 
(OHG). But the commune is 
refusing to move and has now 
launched a petition to stay put. 

CRC, which has its own con¬ 
stitution and makes decisions 
communally, says members 
value “living communally and 
supporting one another”. 

In a statement, the group 
said: “The community state 
that the eviction of families 
with young children, old age 
pensioners, community sup¬ 
port workers and the other 
community members who 
support them is excessive and 
unnecessary. 

“Many of the residents have 
lived there for most or all of 
their adult lives and those 
threatened with eviction in¬ 
clude three young children. 


Many of us are vulnerable and 
will be seriously affected if we 
are evicted from our home. 

“One older resident has 
Parkinson’s disease and is 
likely to be forced into residen¬ 
tial care if he is removed. 

“Another spent his youth in 
foster care and was placed in 
his house by social services, 
aged 16 - this is the only home 
he has known. One resident 
found her community as a 
place of safety following years 
of domestic abuse.” 

The property was originally 
owned by Patchwork Housing 
Association, which was found¬ 
ed in 1972 by a Franciscan 
monk who wanted to create 
communal properties for 
a “patchwork” of people 
who would “live supportively 
together”. 

In 2006 Patchwork was taken 
over by Community Housing 
Association, which merged 
with two other housing associ¬ 
ations to form OHG. 

A spokeswoman for OHG 
said: “As a responsible land¬ 
lord, and at a time when hous¬ 
ing in London is in shortage, 
we need to ensure social hous¬ 
ing is allocated fairly. 

“While our plans for the fu¬ 
ture of the buildings have yet 
to be finalised, we will take all 
necessary steps to ensure that 
they are used to support our 
over-riding aim of providing 
more affordable homes for 
people in London.” 

CRC argues the landlord’s 



aims could “be achieved with¬ 
out seeking possession”. 

Councillor Ga.j Wallooppillai 
has been helping the group 
with their campaign. 

He said: “From my perspec¬ 
tive I think the way it is being 
handled by the landlords is 
not fair. 

“They have not even come 
down to visit the commune or 
talked to the residents.” 

Others came forward to de¬ 
scribe the contribution the 
group has made to the com¬ 
munity over the years. 

Sam Hermitage from 


Kingston Green Radio helped 
organise the Kingston Green 
Fair with the group for 21 
years. 

He said: “It is a very well es¬ 
tablished community and a 
real shame. In my opinion 
they are a pillar of Kingston.” 

CRC is also fighting to save 
its sister commune in Isling¬ 
ton that is also facing eviction 
from an OHG-owned property. 

The group has started a peti¬ 
tion which needs 500 signa¬ 
tures to be debated in full 
council. It can be signed at 
goo.gl/zgEJLB.

FIRE STATS: Kingston’s firefighters 
were called to 294 fires in the past 
financial year.

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Police were called to assist at a 
council meeting where controver¬ 
sial plans to build a new high 
storey block of flats in Kingston 
town centre were discussed. 

An estimated 200 people turned 
up to last week’s development 
control committee meeting, to ob¬ 
ject to the 19-storey tower block 
proposed for the old post office 
site in Ashdown Road by develop¬ 
ers St George. 

So large was the turn out that 
security guards began turning 
members of the public away, with 
several people standing in the cor¬ 
ridors listening in to proceedings.

Once the meeting began, the 
crowd was told on several occa¬ 
sions by committee chairman 
Councillor Richard Hudson to 
stop booing people speaking in 
favour of the project. 

When Marilyn Mason, from the 
Old Post Office Consortium, came 
forward to defend the scheme, 
Coun Hudson quipped: “I don’t 
want her lynched on the way out.” 

Mrs Mason said: “Nothing 


comes free and some of the things 
we want for Kingston come with 
these costs attached.” 

Kingstonfirst chief executive 
Ros Morgan was another speaker 
jeered. 

She said: “Kingstonfirst repre¬ 
sents 900 businesses in Kingston 
and my role is to protect the inter¬ 
ests of these businesses. 

“There is no doubt about it 
Kingston is a great town, but it is 
not enough. 

“Places like the West End, Croy¬ 
don and Guildford continue to at¬ 
tract investment and we need to 
be too. 

“The site is an eyesore and 
frankly an embarrassment to the 
town centre.” 

In repsonse, members of the 
Kingston Residents Alliance 
(KRA), a group of 20 different or¬ 
ganisations united against the 
project, said the plans would 
destroy the town’s centre 
character.

Need homes 
we can afford 

Our housing in Kingston is at 
breaking point. 

Last year, according to Right- 
move, the average price of a home 
in the borough was £554,178, up 20 
per cent on 2012. 

Who can keep pace with these 
astronomic levels, when salaries 
only increase by between 1-2 per 
cent a year? 

Figures from Shelter, the Home¬ 
less charity, show that, since 2011 
in Kingston, 77 council homes 
were sold off and none of them 
were replaced, while the social 
housing waiting list has 6,436 peo¬ 
ple on it. Housing officers tell me 
that the rent cap is forcing them 
to relocate residents outside the 
borough. 

In the three years up to 2013, 
less than 200 affordable homes 
were built in Kingston, not even 
10 per cent of the council’s own 
target. 

In 2013-14, the target was a mere 
84 homes. How can the council 
hope to achieve its targets when it 
approves developments such as 
the one by Berkeley on the old 
gas works at Sury Basin, where 
only 50 out of the 315 homes are 
affordable? 

Exactly the same looks to be 
happening with the Eden Quarter 
development on the old post office 
site. 

I urge councillors to stop accept¬ 
ing poorly designed, exceedingly 
tall, overly dense schemes with 
unduly small rooms, featuring a 
derisory amount of homes that 
people can actually afford.

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Brian Johncey of Blue Chip 
Stand-Up Paddling School 1 
tells Rachael Burford why/ 
the sport is going from * 
strength to strength 


W ith some of the most 
stunning riverside 
scenery in London to 
be seen on the Kingston 
stretch of the Thames it is 
the perfect location to try the 
world’s fastest growing 
water sport - stand up pad¬ 
dle boarding. 

A sport that is fast to learn 
and easy to do - paddling is 
literally just standing on a 
specially designed board and 
propelling yourself forward 
with an oar. 

Paddlers can either race 


each other through set out 
courses or just paddle for fun 
and enjoy the views along 
the river. 

Paddling has built up a 
strong following in Kingston 
thanks to the borough being 
home to the only Academy of 
Surfing Instructors accredit¬ 
ed stand up paddling school 
in south-east England. 

Now, Blue Chip, Kingston’s 
only paddling school, are of¬ 
fering a free taster session to 
anyone who wants to take on 
this up-and-coming sport. 


The class is being taught by 
Brian Johncey, who set up 
Blue Chip in 1980. 

He said: “Paddling is easy 
to do, which is one of the 
main reasons I think it is 
such a fast growing sport. 

“There are all different 
types of boards depending on 
the type of paddling you 
want to do, whether you 
want to race or just have 
some fun on the river. 

“The inflatable boards are 
amazing now; you would 
never even know they were 


inflatable when they are 
blown up. 

“We have a member who 
just rolls hers up, takes it to 
work with her in the morn¬ 
ing and then goes paddling 
straight from work.” 

Johncey also runs the Bat¬ 
tle of the Thames, a 
gruelling 10-mile race that 
takes place every year in 
May. 

The race starts at Ravens 
Ait and goes down to 
Kingston Bridge and then up 
to Hampton Court Palace. 


This year the race had 
more than 150 boarders, 
which Johncey says is testa¬ 
ment to the sport’s growing 
popularity. 

Joanne Hamilton-Vale is 
the best female paddle board¬ 
er in the UK and won this 
year’s Battle of the Thames 
women’s race. 

She hopes that paddling’s 
increased popularity will see 
it in the Olympics one day. 

She said: “Having spent 
most of my adult life 
partaking in sports such as 


distance running, dinghy 
sailing, offshore yachting, 
rowing and wakeboarding I 
decided in 2011 it was time 
for something new. While in 
Australia I played around on 
a stand up paddle board and 
enjoyed the sport. 

“In 20121 found out there 
was a thriving race scene in 
the UK and decided to try my 
hand at racing.

ND: Festivals are notorious 
for bizarre happenings, do 
you have any stories from 
any you’ve been to?

Stuff I can’t really talk about 
obviously. There’s always a 
naked guy on shoulders at a 
festival. I don’t know why I at¬ 
tract that sort of thing. I once 
did a festival in Turkey where 
there was a huge tree in front 
of the stage.
